Federal  Register  1)  Vaccinating  Birds  in  Quarantine 

In  a  final  rule,  effective  August  1,  1988,  the  Animal  and 
Plant  Health  Inspection  Service,  USDA,  is  permitting  birds  in 
privately  operated  commercial  bird  quarantine  facilities  to  be 
vaccinated  against  certain  diseases  by  use  of  certain  licensed 
vaccines.

2)  NAPA  for  Monensin 

In  a  final  rule,  effective  August  1,  1988,  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  is  amending  the  animal  drug  regulations  to 
remove  that  portion  of  the  regulations  reflecting  approval  of 
a  new  animal  drug  application  (NADA)  held  by  Central  Soya  Co. 
Inc.  The  NADA  provides  for  the  use  of  a  Type  A  medicated 
article  containing  monensin  for  making  Type  C  feed  for  broiler 
chickens.

3)  Pesticide  Tolerance  for  Permethrin 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  in  a  proposed  rule, 
attempts  to  establish  tolerances  for  the  combined  residues  of 
the  insecticide  permethrin  and  its  metabolites  in  or  on  raw 
agricultural  commodities.  This  proposal  to  establish  maximum 
permissible  levels  was  requested  pursuant  to  petitions  by  FMC 
Corp.  The  comment  period  closed  on  June  22,  1988.  For  more

In  a  proposed  rule  the  P&S  Administration  intends  to  amend 
certain  existing  regulations  and  remove  references  to 
"handlers"  made  obsolete  by  the  legislation.  It  would  also 
remove  reference  to  jurisdiction  over  dressed  poultry  trade 
practices  as  provided  by  the  legislation.  For  more 
information,  contact:  Kenneth  Stricklin,  Director,  Packer  and 
Poultry  Division,  Packers  and  Stockyards  Administration,  U.  S.

5)  NAPA  For  Narasin  and  Roxarsone 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration,  in  a  final  rule  effective 
June  28,  1988,  is  amending  the  animal  drug  regulations  to 
reflect  approval  of  a  new  animal  drug  application  filed  by 
Elanco  Products  Co.  The  NADA  provides  for  using  separately 
approved  Type  A  medicated  articles  containing  either  narasin 
or  roxarsone  to  manufacture  a  combination  Type  C  medicated 
feed  for  the  prevention  of  coccidiosis  in  broiler  chickens.

6)  L9S_  Solids  Requirement  of  Egg  Products 

In  a  final  rule,  effective  July  25,  1988,  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  has  amended  the  regulations  for  the 
mandatory  inspection  of  eggs  and  egg  products  by  lowering  the 
minimum  total  egg  solids  requirement  for  egg  products 
identified  as  whole  eggs  which  have  been  prepared  other  than 
in  natural  proportions  from  24.7  to  24.2  percent.  This  change 
is  based  on  a  national  survey,  and  brings  the  existing  solids 
requirement  for  whole  eggs  prepared  in  other  than  natural 
proportions  in  line  with  the  current  value  for  naturally 
produced  whole  eggs.

Poultry  Database  The  first  National  Extension  Workshop,  Held  in  conjunction  with 

the  Poultry  Science  Association  Annual  Meeting  was  a  success.  sAt 
the  meeting,  specialists  decided  to  initiate  a  Poultry  Database, 
starting  immediately.  Forest  Muir  (PA)  and  Chuck  Wabeck  (MD)  will 
co-chair  this  effort,  and  the  USDA-ES  Program  Leader,  Poultry 
Science,  will  assist  in  the  coordination  of  the  program.  We  have 
formed  committees,  and  will  be  looking  for  volunteers  in  the  near 
future.  As  soon  as  the  details  are  worked  out,  we  will  provide 
you  with  the  entire  program  and  ask  for  your  assistance. 

Research  Needed  Industry  personnel  have  identified  a  situation  of  extreme 

importance  in  several  areas  of  the  country.  That  is,  the  need  for 
innovative  ways  to  dispose  of  hatchery  waste.  Landfills  in  some 
areas  are  no  longer  accepting  hatchery  waste,  and  in  some  cases 
have  not  provided  prior  notification  to  the  companies  using  the 
landfill.  A  centrifuge  system  has  been  used  to  separate  the 
hatchery  waste  into  solids  and  liquid,  which  is  dried  into  a  meal 
form.  Information  is  needed  on  the  fertilizer  value  of  various 
forms  of  hatchery  waste,  the  breakdown  of  eggshells  and  other 
solids  in  the  soil,  and  the  amino  acid  pattern  of  hatchery  waste 
meal  for  feeding.  Also,  further  evaluation  of  the  centrifuge 
system  is  needed.
